The Country School 
"Teacher . 


There must be some strange fascin- 
‘ation in the teaching of children. If. 
there were not it would be hard to 
explain why--so mafiy thousands of 
men and women find the lwre of the 
profession irresistible and harder to 
explain why so few, having found 
how rough a road it is to follow, still 
choose -to follow it. There must be 
some strange fascination in a profes- 
sion, which, though exacting in its re- 
quirements from day .to day, _ still’ 
holds those whio follow it so fast that 


i they choose to pursue it even volun- 


tarily in their leisure hours. In this 
voluntary pugsuit of new light’ rural 
teachers from around Lacombe gath- 
ered in ‘the town last week not to plot 
ways of improving their worldly con- 
dition, nor to mike known their griev- 
an¢es nor to curse in chorus the day 
they. adopted school teaching for 
a livelihood, but to learn more about 
teaching, to learn new and better me- 
thec:, if there are any, and so to 
mako” themselves better servants of 
society and enrich their contribution 
to the nation’s life. And all this 
without immediate hope of reward. 
The teacher is one of the most val- 
uable of the public’s servants but pub- 
lic service is a thankless task at best. 
Often the joy of doing is the only .re- 
ward and up to now this, unfortunate- 
ly, has been only too true of teaching 
in general and of the lot of the coun- 
try teacher in particular. Yet she car- 
ries on her shoulders the responsib- 
ility of training the boys and. girls 
destined. to grow up and take ther 
share in the pursuit of farming which 
is still, and perhaps will always be, 
Canada’s basic industry. Others will 
drift townward to take part in the di- 
rection of commerce, finance or poli- 
ties. But, however high the pupil may 
aspire, whatever educational honors 
he may attain to, whatever distinc- 
tion an admiring state may shower 
upon him jn later years, the fact re- 
mains that it was in the little school- 
house by the roadside that he made 
his first step. The country teach- 
er, in her own little way, shares the 
responsibility of training men and 
women in the ways of life equally with 
the chancellor of the university. 

More and more the public is coming 
to recognize the brave part ‘which 
these men and women are bearing in 
the building of the nation. Plans for 
the imporvement of the . profession 
and the reorganization of the school 
system all bear evidence of this and 
sooner or later no doubt the teachers 
will reap the material rewards which 
they have earned.

will he be, until some system of grad- 
ing or stamping has been worked out 
and generally adopted, so that even 
the purchase of the smallest cut of 
jamb will know whether he is getting 
tthe Canadian fresh product or the 
imported frozen. Sheepmen report 
a general agitation along this line, 
following the introduction of grading 
and stamping in other food lines by 
the Dominion authorities. 

While such a step has been urged 
from time to time by sheep and. wool 
organizations throughout the country 
the demand is becoming more urgent, 
in view of the recent decline in wool 
values. Prices in the latter line, it is 
‘pointed out, are considerably below 
those prevailing a year ago, and the 
immediate prospect is not encourag- 
‘ing. Reports from Australia and New 
Zealand tell of failures among sheep- 
men,. and undoubtedly breeding stock 
will be secrificed. When the full ef- 
fect of low wool prices hits these two 
countries which-have a total sheep 
population of no far short of 125,000,- 
000 undoubtedly an enormous aval- 
anche of lamb and sheep carcesses 
will then bé thrown on the market 
and Canada will receive her share.

Premier King 
29 F hee Hearty 
Welcome to West 


The wonderful, feeling of friendli- 
ness towands the present government 
now prevailing throughout the west 
was stressed by the Right Hon. W. 
Mackengie, King, Premier of Canada 
in his address to representatives of 
Liberal executives throughout North- 
ern and Central Alberta Thursday 
morning last at Edmonton, The Pre- 
mier alluded to the change of attitude 
on the part of those in the west who 
did not see eye to eye with the gov- 
ernment.at the time it was formed. 
He emphasized this outstanding feat- 
ure as the most gratifying aspect of 
his present tour, and instanced ithe 
friendly disposition of the different 
sections of the community together 
with what amounted to the general 
favourable tone of the western press, 

It was, said the Premier, signifi- 
cant of the pmblic recognition of the 
fact that the administration was en- 
deavoring to go the country upon 
broad and gen principles. . The 
government realized and he asked his 
hearers to do the same, that in the 
administration of such a vast domain 
as Canada, the question of space, and| 
the economic interests of the differ- | 
ent parts of the country must be tak- 
en into consideration. For this reas- 
on government must be broad and 
generous, for the purpose of arriving | 
at a happy mean in all matters of leg- 
ishation. 

The conference through Dr. Sal- 
mond, of Calgary, presented the Pre- 
mier with an inspiring resolution of 
confidence in the government end 
himself, and in reply the Premier said 
that the meeting was one of the hap- 
piest he had attended in the course of 
his tour. He was delighted at the 
splendid attendance and at the cheer- 
ful tone of the gathering. It gave, 
he said, new Heart and spirit to all 
those who were there representing the 
government. 

In addition to the Premier, address- 
es were given by Hon. Colonel J, L. 
Ralston, who brought a message of 
greeting from the maritime provinc- 
es, and the Hon. Charles Stewart. 

Premier King paid a great tribute 
to the services rendered by the Hon. 
Charles Stewart, the member for 
West Edmonton, and said that it was 
almpst impossible for him to describe 
to them how, much it meant to Al- 
berta to have Mr, Stewart as a mem- 
ber of the government. Time and 
time again Mr. Stewart had fought a 
strenuous beittle upon matters which 
he held opinions concerning the good 
of the country as a whole. 

W. 8. Gampbell presided over the 
conference, which was attended by 
some 60 delegates. . 


Attempt to 
|Stabilize Wheat 
Prices 


The policy of the Canadian Wheat 
Pool in holding its wheat off ithe 
world’s markets in the expectation of 
ultimately getting a considerably 
higher price than is obtainable at 
present has been the subject of con- 
siderable comment, some of it eritical, 
some of it sympathetic. There are, 


\however, few people in Canada, who 


do not welcome anything that will aid 
the farmer, provided there is no in- 
justice to any other section of the 
community, The view that the mar- 
ket situation as far as wheat is  con- 
cerned will improve has been approv- 
ed by a number of financial leaders 
and the feeling that this opinion is 
the right one is strengthened by the 
action of Chairman Legge, of the U.S. 
Farm Board, who declared last week 
that the unprecedented liquidation on 
the stock exchanges had also an effect 
on wheat values ‘‘ which is entirely un- 
warranted, 

The New York Times commented 
on the situation says that ‘‘ Prices 
have gone off, as they have been guv- 
ing pretty steadily ever since the leg- 
lislation creating the Farm Board, and 
| still farmers are rushing the wheat to 
market. In the view of Mr. Legge, 
‘*produeers should not be forted to 
sell on a market affected by these 
conditions.”’ Acordingly, he has ar- 
ranged for a loan of $100,000,000 to 
the National Grain Corporation with 
the assurance that Congress will vote 
added funds if necessary. What is 
the purpose of this advance of gov- 
ernment money? Obviously to keep 
wheat off the market. If the farm- 
ers can borrow on it without selling, 
they may be able to hold it for a few 
months. Then if this scheme of stab- 
ilizing the price of wheat—which 
plainly means forcing it up artificial- 
ly—is successful, the stocks on hand 
can be sold at higher prices and the 
loans paid off. 

Almost the same day the attorney- 
general of the United States was tell- 
ing the meeting of the American Bar 
Association at Memphis that the gov- 
ernment intends to enforce the anti- 
trust laws with vigor and without dis- 
crimination. One of their objects was 
to prevent precisely what it proposed 
to do, with government aid, in the 
matter of wheat. Such operations 
had ugly names like ‘‘ regrating’’ un- 
der the common law, and our federal 
statutes have aimed to strike at com- 
binations and monopolies that by ag- 
reement keep back products of utility 
or necessity in order to be able to de- 
mand higher prices from the purchas- 
er. If this is not exactly what the 
farm board and the farm co-operativ- 
es are plannng to do in the case of

It means also that methods 
of raising prices and nwieting the 
consumer are to be tolerated on be- 
half of the farmers, which, if they 
were even proposed in the instance of 
large manufacturers, would cause the 
very heavens to be rended with cries 
of indignation and owtrage.’’ —
